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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 to 7 and 11 to 16 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1 to 3 and 11 to 16 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Japanese patent 09-241793 
("JP-793") or Japanese patent 09-209039 ("JP-039"). 

5. JP-793 discloses specific steel sheet examples F and G in table 1 on page 5 that 
meet the composition recited by claims 1 and 2; and are processed according to 
examples 10, 1 1 and 12 in table 2 on page 6 to create Cu precipitation in the same 
manner as claimed by Applicant. Note example 10 subjects steel F to heat treatment at 
530°C for 60 minutes; example 1 1 subjects steel F to heat treatment at 530°C for 40

minutes; and example 12 subjects steel G to heat treatment at 590°C for 40 minutes. 
Prior art heat treatments are within the claimed heat treatment limitations of 300 to 
650°C for 5 seconds or more. 

6. JP-093 discloses specific steel sheet examples 4, 6, 10 and 1 1 that meet the 
composition recited by claims 1 and 2; and are processed according to paragraph 
[0020] by heat treatment at 500°C for 3 minutes and is within the claimed heat treatment 
limitations of 300 to 650°C for 5 seconds or more. 

7. Even though finely dispersed Cu metal phase precipitate at < 0.1 urn, Cu density 
> 20 urn 2 , steel structure having an average grain size of 30-300 urn and tensile 
strength increase of > 30 MPa as recited by one or more of the claims are not taught by 
JP-793 or JP-093, such properties would be expected since composition and heat 
treatment are met and in absence of proof to the contrary. 

8. Even though Bi, Mo, W, Sn, Sb, Mg, Ca, Ce, La and Co in a total of 0.5 % or less 
as recited by claim 3 is not taught by prior art, such difference would not be a patentable 
merit. Note elements have a lower limit of zero and therefore optional and need not be 
present. Also last paragraph on page 13 of Applicant's specification teaches elements 
present as minor unavoidable impurity found in ore or scrap; and therefore such 
elements would also be expected in prior art steel at an impurity level. 

9. For the foregoing reasons, claims would not patentably distinguish over prior art.
